The following article taken from the editorial columns 
of the Peace River Record so well expresses our own views 
with respect to certain features of our educational system that we

“At an educational conference in Toronto this week, 
Dr. A. M. Overholt, principal of a Toronto High School, de- 
clared that our schools are wasting a large portion of the 
taxpayers’ money through following what he termed the 
Oxford type of curriculum, rather than a more practical 
type of education to suit the needs of the majority of 
pupils. __Dr, Overholt averred that the ‘lazy duckling’ 
and “third rate minds” are aburden on our. educational 
systems for which a remedy must be found, and that this 
must be found by weeding out those who will not work for 
their education, and altering the type of school training 
for those incapable of absorbing the classical type of edu- 
cation, 


“Such a declaration from an authoritative source has 
been long overdue. - A surprisingly large proportion of 
all municipal tax collections throughout Canada are being 
expended in an endeavor to provide a classical course in 
education for children who do not want it and will never. 
use it, or for providing buildings designed as school rooms - 
but in reality used as parking places for bevies of flappers 
between dance dates. 

“The old idea that every child should be provided 
with an education in the classics is as nonsensical as to 
believe that every child should be educated asa concert 
pianist. It is time we recognized both the wide varia- 
tion in mentalities, and the probable vocational needs of 


different pupils in the matter of education, and adjusted _ 


our educational plans accordingly, giving better vocation- 
al training where that is required, maintaining provision 
for the smaller percentage who require classics, and weed- 
ing out those who persist in attending school year after 
year with no definite purpese. 

“Af least half our expenditures on public and high 
school educational work is waste. And even this is of 
small cohsequence in comparison with the wasted. oppor- 
tunities for those children who spend their school years 
attempting to absorb knowledge that is of no practical 
use, and losing the opportunity during those years of re- 
ceiving vocational training that would prove invaluable 
in later life. Children have just so many school years. 
Why not give them the kind of training that: will. be of 
genuine benefit? They are not all Paderewskis or Ein- 
Steins, and it is a waste of their tims and of public money 
{0 train them as if they were.” i

Few indeed are the simple health rul- 
es, the observance of which pays such 
high dividends, - dia cm 
In a/clitnate like ours where rains 
come frequently and where soft 
snow and slush are encountered many 
times sprin gnad fall, it is not always 
easy to keep the feet dry. Rubbers 
and overshoes raé a nuisance and it 
is very tempting to go out without 
them. ~ Béfore one’ réalizes it” the 
feet get’ wet. It may be hours be- 
fore a change is feasible and during 
that time the feet get’ chilled, the 
heat repulating mechanism of th 
body, becomes deranged and © fefore 
we know it another cold has develop- 
ed. Few things seem to lower tle 
resistnace of the body to infectioa 
as quickly as wet feet. 

Children particularily require care- 
ful watching. They will slip off to 
scholl without rubbers nda mittens, 
they will tarry en route to test out 
each strength of “rubbing” ice and 
go out of thefr way to trudge through 
a mudpuddle; then they may have to 
sit until late afternoon without an 
opportunity for a change. 
| Absolute insistence upon warm 
feet always pays. With - rapidly 
growing boys and girls rubbers and 
overshoes quickly become out-grown, 
but it. is cheaper to buy a new pair 
than to pay for the cost of an illness. 
Shoes should have thick soles in win- 
ter or in wet weather. Half-soling 


when required fs not a luxury; one, 


cannot risk putting {it off. In win- 
ter, sportswear and other boots should 
be kept wtaerproofed. Heavy wool 
socks and sockees are to be recom- 
mended. When drtving or motoring 
long distances in cold weather, the 
feet shrould be kept warm always. 

One essential point to keep in mind 
is that most danger comes, not from 
getting the? feet wet, but in letting 
them remain, that way. There is 
‘very little danger if one can change 
at once into warm dry footwear. If 
the feet are chilled.as. well as wet, 
they should be rubbed untf! the cir- 
culation has been restored and, if 
hecessary. a warm footbath taken as 
well,

The science of green-heeping 
complex and profound, demanding » 
knowledge of soils, plants, fertilizers, 
insecticides, yermicides, herbicides, 
fungicides and more besides, while 
the art finds expression in shaping 
the contours of greens and approach- 
es and in the construction of physi- 
cal hazzards, such. as bunkers and 
sand traps, which prove pitfalls for 
the poor player. It’s all in the 
game, and many an aspiring, per- 
spiring golfer, digging his ball out 
of the sand, may «be reminded re- 
morsefully of a neglected garden 
where his exertions, without the ex- 
pletives, might be applied to better 
purpose. 


Contending with Nature 


Among the hazzards of green-keep- 
ing are the incursion of weeds on 
green and fairways, the menace of 
fungus disease such as snow-mould 
and brown patch, winter-kill 
damage to the turf by earthworms 
which leave their unsightly casts on 
the greens to the annoyance of both 
greenkeeper and player. But the 
green-keeper who keeps abreast of 
the times knows how to control the 
fungus diseases with organic mer- 
cury preparations and how to make 
the worms curl up their tails with 
arsenate of lead, The turf on the 
putting greens is produced and main- 
tained under conditions so artifical 
that the green-keeper has to wage a 
constant contest with nature. He can 
contro! weeds on the greens to some 
extent by the use of proper fertilizer, 
and he must apply it liberally and 
timely, so that the grasses may re- 
ceive in due season the balanced ra- 
tion of available nutrients required 
for their vigorous growth. Com- 
menciog some time in April, the fer- 
tilizer may be applied to the greens 
once in every four weeks, withhold- 
ing it during periods of extreme heat, 
which may be in July and early Aug-
